A sweeping victory right down 
the line was won in the Democratic 
St»te Convention by Gov. J. C. W. 
lieckham, who was himself elected 
temporary chairman over the Hon. 
R. Frank Peak, of Shelby county, 
by m iiiojuriiy ot 4 l J5. 

Out of 1.139 votes cast, Gov, 
Beckham receivid 817, while his 
opponent received 322. Several 
counties with an aggregate of 
thirty-three delegates failed to 
vote. 

By the same overwhelming 
jority the Hon. Lewis McQuown, 
of Warren county, the Governor's 
choice for chairman of State Cen- 
tral and Executive Committee to 
succeed Allie W. Young, defeated 
the Hon. James N. Kehoe, of Ma- 
son county, who was the candidate 
of the Blackburn-McCreary and 
anti-administration forces. 

Embraced in the organization re- 
port was a new and complete set 
of rules to govern the Democratic 
party, while the report recommend- 
ed for delegates-atlarge to the 
National Convention at St- Louis 
the following: Gov. J. C. W. 
Beckham, Congressman Ollie M, 
James, Senator J. C. S. Blackburn 
and Senator James B. McCreary 
The Hon. Claude M. Thomas, of 
Bourbon county, and the Hon. Lil- 
lard H. Carter, of Anderson county, 
were named as electors from the 
State-at-large. 

Jack Chinn was defeated for 
State Central Committeeman in the 
Eighth District convention R. W. 
Miller, of Madison, being elected to 
succeed him. 

Judge James Hargis, of Breathitt 
county, was re-elected to the State 
Central Committee from the Tenth 
District. 

The Beckham forces say they 
were victorious in nearly all the 
districts, but the anti-Beckham 
people say they carried the Seventh.

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Proportionate Gain in Uninstrnct- 
ed Vote to St. Louis Conven 
tion. 



The resi'U of Democratic State 
Conventions held during the past 
week continues to show a pro- 
portionate gain of uninstructed 
delegates to the National Demo- 
cratic Convention at St. Louis. 
Five conventions were held during 
the week — Nebraska, Michigan, 
Oklahoma, Georgia and Wyoming. 
The flrst three send their delegates 
uninstructed, Georgia voteB for 
Parker and Wyoming for Hearst. 
The total number of delegates se- 
lected to the St. Louis convention 
is 632. Of this number 304, or 
nearly one-half, are uninstructed. 
Parker, the leading candidate, has 
lesi than one-third of the iiutruec- 
ed delegates, with 172. He leads 
Hearst who has ninety-eight votes, 
by seventy-four votes. 

The situation up to dato, there- 
fore, stands as follows: Unin- 
structed delegates, 301 ; for Parker, 
172; for Hearst, 08; for Olney, 82. 
Massachusetts; for Wall, 20, Wis- 
conbin. 

With a continuance of the pres- 
ent ratio up to the mteting of the 
National Convention, the unin- 
structed delogate* combined with 
those who are instructed for other 
candidates have the votes necessary 
to nominate a candidate independ- 
ently of the Parker vote — 400 out 
of 0.S2. or more than tw,>-thirds.

Hay Take Hold of St. Lonis 
World's Fair— Government 
Loan Must be Protected. 

In a letter received by the Expo- 
sition Company June 7, Leslie M. 
Shaw, Secretary of the Treasury, 
gave formal notification that If 
payments oa the $4, tiOO.OOO govern- 
ment loan are not promptly forth 
coming when due, he. as the guard- 
ian of the United States treasury, 
would take charge of the receipts 
and collection of Fair tickets. 

The letter formally reminds the 
Exposition Company of the date 
for the payment of the first install- 
ment of the loan, and incloses a 
copy of the rules governing the loan 
and repayment. Those rules set 
forth that the loan of $4,600,000 
was made to the Exposition Com- 
pany in the months of February, 
March, April and May, 11)04, and 
that in return the government is to 
have a first lien on the receipts of 
the Fair from paid admissions and 
concession privileges. 

Payments are to be made each 
half month, the first payment June 
IS, when 40 per cent of the gross 
receipts from June 1 to June 15 
snail be surrendered. Thereafter 
at the first and fifteenth of each 
month 40 per cent, of the receipts 
for the previous half month shall 
be paid, and it is further provided 
that after the 1st of July the semi- 
monthly payments shall not be less 
than $500,000 each.
